1. Swami Sahajanandji Maharaj (Lord Swaminarayan), 
while living, causes to be written to Pande Ayodhya 
Prasad Rampratap and Pande Raghuvir Iccharam, as 
follows 

2.Having adopted as sons you two brothers, we have 
appointed you the spiritual preceptors of all our 
followers (satsang)). 

3. We have apportioned to and bestowed upon you two 
brothers our temples of Shree Nar Narayan, and 
Shree Laxmi Narayan, and Shree Radha Krishna, and 
all others, and also the income arising from the 
Dharmada of our followers. The details are as follows. 

4. The boundary villages are as now written: — On the 
East :- Shri Calcutta, Shri Kashi., Shri Ujjain, Shri 
Khachrod, Shri Ratlam, Shri Petalavad, Shri Devad, 
Shri Godhra, Shri Dakorji, the village of Bordi, the 
village of Alina, the village of Kadi, the village of 
Khadol, the village of Sastapur, the village of 
Mahudha, the village of Ghumaj, the village of Sunj, 
the village of Kesaru, the village of Vanthvali, the 
village of Areri, the village of Khatraj, Shri 
Mahemdabad the greater, the village of Chhapara, 
Shri Kheda, the village of Koshiya, the village of Pipli, 
village of Melaj, the village of Baroda, the village of 
Vautha, village of Virpur, the village of Pisavadu, the 
village of Kaukun, the village of Dholi, the village of 
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Bhumbhali, the village of Vejalku, the village of 
Saraghvalun, the the village of Dhanalu, the village of 
Federa, the village of Khadol, Shri Dhandhuka, the 
village of Kotadun, the village of Gunjar, the village of 
Morasiyun, the village of Vagad, the village of

. The income arising throughout this entire district from 
the Dharmada of all our followers, and of all those 
who are not our followers, be it grain, or cash, or 
raiment, or cattle,or vehicles, or rubies, or pearls, or 
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jewels, or gravel, or stone, or whatever else comes 
in-this and the income arising from land, gardens, 
grass, trees etc. all belong to Shree Laxmi Narayan. 
Whatever temples and buildings with or without storey 
are now in the territory (diocese) of Shree Laxmi 
Narayan and whatever new structures may hereafter 
be put up, -all these are Shree Laxmi Narayan’s. Any 
new income that arises of whatever kind is Shree 
Laxmi Narayan’'s. 


. The whole of the country on the northern side of the 


(above) written boundary villages from Calcutta to 
Navanagar falls within the territory (diocese) of Shree 
Nar Narayan situated in the auspicious city of 
Ahmedabad. Further Shri Mandvi Bandar and Shri 
Lakhapat Bandar and all the rest of the country on the 
northern side on crossing the creek of Shri Navanagar 
fall within the territory (diocese) of Shree Nar 
Narayan. 


. The income arising throughout this entire district from 


the Dharmada of all our followers, and of all those 
who are not our followers, be it grain, or cash, or 
raiment, or cattle,or vehicles, or rubies, or pearls, or 
jewels, or gravel, or stone, or whatever else comes 
in-this and the income arising from land, gardens, 
grass, trees etc. all belong to Shree Nar Narayan. 
Whatever temples and buildings with or without storey 
are now in the territory (diocese) of Shree Nar 
Narayan and whatever new structures may hereafter 
be put up, -all these are Shree Nar Narayan’s. Any 
new income that arises of whatever kind is Shree Nar 
Narayan’s. 

(1) The temples having been apportioned, along with 
the country divided as above, lots were cast by 
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means of two pieces of paper. (2) The lot of pertaining 
to the temple of Shree Nar Narayan fell to Pande 
Ayodhya Prasad. So the whole of the income as 
above written that arises from the temples of Shree 
Nar Narayan and also the territory are the income and 
territory of Pande Ayodhya Prasad. (3) The lot 
pertaining to the temple of Shree Laxmi Narayan fell 
to Pande Raghuvir. So the whole of the income as 
above written that arises from the temples of Shree 
Laxmi Narayan and also the territory are the income 
and territory of Pande Raghuvir. 

9.Whoever goes to collect the Dharmada from our 
followers and from whose who are not our followers, 
should do so within the limits of his own territory 
(diocese) but no one should go into the territory 
(diocese of another). 

10. If any person desires spiritual ministrations then 
each of the two spiritual preceptors must render that 
ministration only to the persons of his own territory 
and fasten for him his kanthi. But neither of the two 
should render such ministration on any person of 
another territory (diocese) nor fasten his kanthi. 

11. Should any person after having received spiritual 
ministration desire to become a sadhu or a 
brahmchari or a white robed Pala, then each of the 
two spiritual preceptors should make only persons of 
his own territory (diocese) sadhu or a brahmchari or a 
white robed Pala. Nor should either receive from such 
any property they may have whether it be house, or 
land or garden, or trees or aught else. Such is our 
command. 
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12. No sadhu or a brahmchari or Pala shall at any time 
make any claim to the temples etc that we have given 
to you. 

13. Abide by my Shikshapatri, and they all, too, holding 
to their own religious duties prescribed in the 
Shikshapatri shall serve you. They shall at no time do 
any improper action bringing them under the censure 
of the government or other authority. Also, however 
hard the times may be, they shall subsist by begging 
alms from our followers, but that shall incur no debt 
that may fall upon the spiritual preceptor. If any, 
wittingly or unwittingly, incur a debt then he who 
incurs it shall himself bear the consequences. Such is 
our command. 

14. You two, who hold the Gadis, have been appointed 
spiritual preceptors: hence all Sadhus_~ and 
Brahmcharis and Palas and all our followers shall 
always remain obedient to your commands and shall 
serve you. 

15. Should any person of a sect (belief) other than that 
of the two. spiritual preceptors of the line of 
Dharmadev be pre-eminent for his knowledge of the 
Shastras or for his practice of Yoga or for ascetism or 
self renunciation, or for any other virtue, and if thereby 
the two ruling spiritual preceptors of the line of 
Dharmadev be lowered in estimation, nevertheless 
we command all sadhus and brahmcharis and Palas 
and all our followers, that in order to the salvation of 
their souls, they always and forever honor the two 
ruling spiritual preceptors of the line of Dnarmadev, 
and obey them in thought word and deed. Should 
one, failing this seek refuge in another and honor him, 
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his soul shall never have happiness in this world or in 
the world to come but shall suffer extreme pains. 

16. (1) Should any Haribhakt who has been originally a 
resident in the territory (diocese) of Shri Laxmi 
Narayan and has received spiritual ministrations from 
the spiritual preceptor who holds the Gadi of Shri 
Laxmi Narayan and has had his name enrolled in the 
books of that spiritual preceptor, have occasion 
himself to change his domicile, or should his son or 
grandson or other descendent change his domicile, 
and removing his goods and chattels; fix his abode 
within the territory of Shri Nar Narayan; then when the 
occasion arises for paying as Dharmada the tenth or 
twentieth part of his income etc, he should pay it to 
the spiritual preceptor who holds the Gadi of Shri 
NarNarayan, and regard him as his Guru. That one 
who originally regarded as his Guru the spiritual 
preceptor who holds the seat of Laxmi Narayan, and 
has received spiritual ministration from him, should at 
a later time, regard as his Guru the spiritual preceptor 
who holds the seat of Shri NarNarayan and give to 
him as Dharmada the tenth or twentieth part of his 
income etc. This should not be held to be a fault. Let 
there be no doubt entertained on this score, in as 
much as such is our command. (2) One should not 
ask back again anything that has previously been 
given as an offering to God, to the spiritual preceptor 
who holds the seat of Laxmi Narayan, be it grain, or 
cash, or cattle, or vehicles, or land, or garden, or 
storied building, or mansion, or house, or tree, or 
aught else. In as much it has been given as an 
offering to God to the spiritual preceptor who holds 
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the seat of Shri Laxmi Narayan, let it remain his and 
his only; it cannot be transferred. 

17. (1) In just the same way, should any haribhakta who 
has been originally resident in the territory (diocese) 
of Shree Nar Narayan and “received spiritual 
ministrations from the spiritual preceptor who hold the 
Gadi of Shree Nar Narayan, and has his name 
enrolled in the books of that spiritual preceptor, have 
occasion himself to change his domicile; and 
removing his goods and chattels, fix his abode within 
the territory (diocese) of Shree Laxmi Narayan, then, 
when the occasion arises for paying as Dnarmada the 
tenth or twentieth part of his income, he should pay it 
to the spiritual preceptor who holds the Gadi of Shree 
Laxmi Narayan and regards his as his Guru. Let there 
be no doubt entertained on this score, in as much as 
such is our command. (2) One must not ask back 
again anything that has been given as an offering to 
God, to the spiritual preceptor who holds the seat of 
Shree Nar Narayan, be it grain, or cash, or cattle, or 
vehicles, or land, or garden, or storied building, or 
mansion, or house, or tree, or aught else. In as much 
it has been given as an offering to God to the spiritual 
preceptor who holds the seat of Shri Nar Narayan, let 
it remain his and his only; it cannot be transferred. 
Such is our command. 

18. If a girasia (Haribhakt) have a village or land or 
garden in the territory (diocese) of both (the spiritual 
preceptors), or if any merchant have shops in the 
territory (diocese) of both, or if any cultivator have 
cultivated fields in this territory (diocese) of both, and 
such person have occasion to give the tenth or the 
twentieth part of his income accruing from the village 
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or land or garden, or from shop, or field to that 
spiritual preceptor in whose territory (diocese) the 
village or land or garden or shop or field is situated. 
From this he should not deviate. Such is our 
command. 

19. (1) Should any king or merchant or cultivator or 
anyone else be resident within the territory (diocese) 
of Shree Laxmi Narayan, and should he be a follower 
of ours (Satsangi) or not a follower (kusangi), and 
further should he be desirous of presenting a free will 
offering or a votive offering before the blessed Shree 
Nar Narayan or to any other God, be that offering of 
grain, or cash, or cattle, or vehicles, or raiment or 
rubies , or pearls, or jewels, or gravel or stone or any 
other moveable article, — let him present it as he 
pleases; there is no objection to that. However he 
must not give any object of immoveable nature- be it 
a village, or land, or garden, or storied building, or 
mansion, or house, or mango or other tree situated 
within the territory (diocese) of Shree Laxmi Narayan. 
(2) But should he happen to make such gift, then the 
ruling spiritual preceptor of Shree Nar Narayan must 
not take it, but must say to the donor;- “Should it be 
incumbent on you to give, then give any immovable 
object of yours situated within our territory (diocese), 
or buy some object situated within our territory 
(diocese) and give that; then we can take it.” However 
should he insist upon giving some immovable object 
situated within the territory (diocese) of Shree Nar 
Narayan, then that present must not be kept for Shree 
Nar Narayan, but immediately on the spiritual 
preceptor of Shree Nar Narayan learning of this gift, 
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he must give it to the charge of the ruling spiritual 
preceptor of Shree Laxmi Narayan. 

20. In just the same way Should any king or merchant 
or cultivator or anyone else be resident within the 
territory (diocese) of Shree Nar Narayan, and should 
he not be a follower of ours or not a follower, and 
further should he be desirous of presenting a free will 
offering or a votive offering blessed by Shree Laxmi 
Narayan or to any other God, be that offering of grain, 
or cash, or cattle, or vehicles, or raiment or rubies , or 
pearls, or jewels, or gravel or stone or any other 
moveable article, — let him present it as he pleases; 
theere is objection to that. However he must not give 
any object of immoveable nature- be it a village, or 
land, or garden, or storied building, or mansion, or 
house, or mango or other tree situated within the 
territory (diocese) of Shree Nar Narayan. But should 
he happen to make such gift, then the ruling spiritual 
preceptor of Shree Laxmi Narayan must not take it, 
but must say to the donor;- “Should it be incumbent 
on you to give, then give any immovable object of 
yours situated within our territory (diocese), or buy 
some object situated within or territory (diocese) and 
give that; then we can take it.” However should he 
insist upon giving some immovable object situated 
within the territory (diocese) of Shree Nar Narayan, 
then that present must not be kept for Shree Laxmi 
Narayan but immediately on the spiritual preceptor of 
Shree Laxmi Narayan learning of this gift, he must 
give it to the charge of the ruling spiritual preceptor of 
Shree Laxmi Narayan. Such is our command and let 
no one at any time deviate there from. 
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21. Should any satsangi or anyone who is not our 
follower (kusangi), resident within the _ territory 
(diocese) of Shri Nar Narayan, give a dinner to the 
ruling spiritual preceptor of Shri Laxmi Narayan, then 
the latter should partake of it. There is no objection to 
that. But whatever may be tendered as a free-will 
offering or as a votive offering or for friendship’s sake 
or by way of sale or mortgage or under whatever 
pretext, — be it a money present (dakshina), or village, 
or land, or garden, or grain, or cash or raiment, or 
cattle, or vehicles, or rubies, or gravel, or stone, or 
jewels, or storied building, or house, or other 
structure, or mango tree, or other tree — this must not 
be taken. Should one out of affection force a gift and it 
can not but be accepted, then the spiritual preceptor 
of Shree Laxmi Narayan must not retain for himself, 
as soon as he know, he must give it into the charge of 
the ruling spiritual preceptor of Shree Nar Narayan. 

22. Just in the same way, Should any follower of ours 
(satsangi) or anyone who is not our follower 
(kusangi), resident within the territory (diocese) of Shri 
Laxmi Narayan, give a dinner to the ruling spiritual 
preceptor of Shri Nar Narayan, then the latter should 
partake of it. There is no objection to that. But 
whatever may be tendered as a free-will offering or as 
a votive offering or for friendship’s sake or by way of 
sale or mortgage or under whatever pretext, — be it a 
money present (dakshina), or village, or land, or 
garden, or grain, or cash or raiment, or cattle, or 
vehicles, or rubies, or gravel, or stone, or jewels, or 
Storied building, or house, or other structure, or 
mango tree, or other tree — this must not be taken., 
Should one out of affection force a gift and it can not 
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but be accepted, then the spiritual preceptor of Shree 
Nar Narayan must not retain for himself, as soon as 
he know of it, he must give it into the charge of the 
ruling spiritual preceptor of Shree Laxmi Narayan. 
Such is our command. 

23. Should any Vaishnava (haribhakta) leaving his 
household go to earn his livelihood in the territory 
(diocese) of another (spiritual preceptor) and he have 
occasion to give as Dharmada a tenth or a twentieth 
of his income, or aught else, then he must give it to 
the spiritual preceptor within whose territory (diocese) 
his wife and children live and his house is situated. 
Such is our command. 

24. In your native place, the district of Saravar, live the 
relatives of you, the two ruling preceptors, and their 
dependants, should they have any. Each of these may 
receive spiritual ministration from which ever of the 
two ruling spiritual preceptor he pleases. He shall be 
the follower (sevak) of that one and honor him as his 
Guru and there is no objection to his giving what he 
pleases to that Guru. 

25. In as much as this district is your early home, each 
one of you may wittingly retain whatever land, garden, 
storied building, house, or village or aught else you 
have or that you may buy or hold in mortgage. There 
is no objection to that. 

26. Save and except your relatives and_ their 
dependants, should anyone want to receive spiritual 
ministration and become a follower, he must have 
recourse to the ruling spiritual preceptor of Shree Nar 
Narayan; and whatever he may wish to give be it a 
village, or land, or garden, or grain, or cash or 
raiment, or cattle, or vehicles, or rubies, or gravel, or 
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stone, or jewels, or storied building, or house, or other 
structure, or mango, or other tree, that he must give to 
the ruling spiritual preceptor of Shree Nar Narayan, in 
virtue of his relationship to his as Guru and as such 
the spiritual preceptor should receive it. This is our 
command. 

27. Of our full knowledge and pleasure we have made 
equitable distribution and have _ executed this 
document after completely satisfying you two spiritual 
preceptors. In this matter your full brothers have no 
right or title. 

28. Should any of your full brothers come to you, then 
you should give them for their expenses what is 
suitable and what you think right after consultation 
with the more religious amongst the Sadhus and 
followers. 

29. As to the matter of succession to the Gadi, one who 
is your son, or who is the son of any of your brothers 
of the line of Shree Dharmadev and further who is 
such as will remain competent in every aspect on 
matters of religion, and also will be able to cause all 
the sadhus and all the Brahmcharis and all the 
followers to keep each in his own path of duty, — such 
a one you must seat upon the Gadi. Further, you 
should learn the mind of the more religious of the 
Sadhus and the more religious of the followers 
(satsangis) who desire the extension of our sect and 
are in every respect honest men. Should you also 
approve of him, and should the party selected be 
such as prescribed in the books of our belief, then you 
should seat such a one on each of your Gadi. Should 
you have more sons than the one on the Gadi, and 
should they come to you, then having learnt the mind 
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of the Sadhus and followers (satsangis) he should 
give them for their expenses as has been written 
above; but over and beyond that none of them has 
any right or title. Such is our command. 

30. Should any difference arise between you two 
spiritual preceptors in matters of lending and 
borrowing or any other transactions and the matter 
has to be discussed or a Panch has to be appointed 
for settling the difference, — then no Sadhu or 
Brahmachari or Pala is to be sent to take part in these 
proceedings; and he must not wittingly be a party. He 
having renounced the world (tyagi) is inauspicious in 
the matter of such proceedings and such proceedings 
are inauspicious for him as one who has renounced 
the world (tyagi). With a view to discussion and the 
holding of a Panch for settling such differences, two 
men- each having wife and children, honest and 
pious, living within the territory (diocese) of Shree Nar 
Narayan, and two such men living in the territory 
(dioceseO of Shree Laxmi Narayan- should be 
engaged; they shall bring the dispute to an end. 

31. Should there ever be a dispute of any kind between 
the ladies of the house of the two spiritual preceptors, 
then no Sankha Jogi widow shall be sent to speak in 
the matter and to settle the quarrel, for a widow is 
inauspicious. From each side women, whose 
husbands are living, who are honest and religious, 
shall be entrusted with the matter in dispute. They 
shall have the case discussed from both sides, and 
shall terminate the dispute. Such is our command. 

32. To the above effect we have given writings to the 
two spiritual preceptors. The two spiritual preceptors 
should always and forever observe’ whatever 
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commands we have given and cause the same to be 
observed. Let them at no time make any deviation 
there from. Whoever deviates from these commands, 
he betrays our word and betrays his Guru, and he is 
not of the true stock of Dharmadev. 

33. Our command to all Sadhus and all Brahmcharis 
and all Palas and all our followers (satsangi) is, that 
no one at any time deviate from, or cause others to 
deviate from, what we have here written; they shall 
always remain obedient to their spiritual preceptors. 
They shall not let quarrels arise between the two 
ruling preceptors. He who, misrepresenting matters, 
brings about quarrels and strife between them, and 
disobeys our commands, betrays our word and 
betrays his Guru. He is not ours. Regard him as an 
outcast (chaandaal),
